The river, swollen by recent rains, 


placed tremendous strain on the dam 
and caused the 
collapse • without 


warning. 


* Eight men were working about 


30 feet under the level of the river 
on the footings of the viadirct on the 
south side of the river when with- 
out warning there was a crash and 
the workers were buried under fln 
avalanche of chashing timbers anc 
waters. 


An emegency call was broadcast 


by police who rushed to the scene. 
Shortly after they arrived ambul- 
ances were on the scene. 


Two of the eigjht men were rescued 


but the other six were believed al- 
most certainly to have perished. 


Pressure- of water on the 
dam 


caused the cave in. The tremendous 
weight of tho swollen river crushed 
in the sides of the dam with such 
force that one man was thrown en- 
tirely clear of the wreckage intc 
the river. He was one of the two 
rescued. Tho injured were taken to 
St. Lawrence hospital.

A certain newspaper of Chicago is 


conducting what in many respects is 
an'. hysterical and idiotic campaign 
against 
lawless methods 
of law 


enforcement. 
It devotes columns 


daily to an overdrawn and distort- 
ed 
picture 
of killings and 
the 


use-pf force by federal 
officers and 


agents, principally with .relation to pro- 
hibition enforcement. 
There is no 


doubt but what many of these killings . 
.have been unjustified and constitute a 
flagrant misuse of authority, but it is 
also true, and this is a fact which this 
newspaper studiously overlooks, that 
all but a fraction of the efforts made by 
the federal government and the courts 
to uphold the constitution and the law 
are proper and worthy. 


This particular newspaper is rabid 


because.an innocent person here and 
there is killed or injured in the armed 
conflict between bootleggers and rum 


• runners and the government 
of the 


United States. If it confined itself to 
the wrongs of these particular cases, it 
would be serving public policy, but 
•when it sweepingly stamps 
the pro- 


cesses of governmental authority and 
power with criminal intent and crim- 
inal methods, it goes too far and weak- 
ens the whole fabric of government. 


The newspaper to which we refer is 


/ not concerned about tlie crimes com- 


mitted by rum runners, -bootleggers, 
racketeers and ,other conspirators. 
It 


seems to assume that they have a per- 
fect right-to shoqt/and kill-and. violate 
the law. It neither remonstrates witfr 
them nor"opposes them; on the con- 
trary, its policy indirectly encourages 
them in their lawlessness. 
That the 


venom and poison it. is spreading 
against'the government of the United 
States, and its ridicule of even the 
highest public servants, have some in- 
fluence seems to be demonstrated by 
the crime record of the city of Chicago. 
There-Sre 'aTruridred murders in that 
city to one mankiller in the federal 
government, men who daily defy law 
and 'authority and are the worst crim- 
inals on earth, but they are strangely 
tolerated. 


"Chicago's lawlessness is, of course, 


no defense for lawless methods of law 
enforcement. The latter should be cor-' 
rected and stopped so far as it is prac- 
tical in a contest with a veritable army 
of gunmen. But why not support the 
government in its legitimate attempts 
to cope with desperate criminals and 
conspirators, backed by -millions of 
criminal wealth and criminal politi- 


DANGER OF ALCOHOL 


The 
anti-liquor movement is no 


longer a fight against drunkenness, 
says Ernest H. Cherrington, general 
secretary of the World League Against 
Alcohol. Tire "old soak" has ceased to 
be a menace to society—he is only a 
menace to himself. Mr. Cherrington 
continues: "The man whom' society 
needs to fear today is not the fellow 
who gets staggering drunk. 
It is the 


fellow who merely takes a drink or two 
and then, apparently perfectly sober,- 
grasps the steering wheel of an auto- 
mobile, the switch key in a train dis- 
patcher's office, the stick of an airplane 
or one of the thousand levers in the 
highly electrified and mechanized in- 
dustrial plants of today." 


It is just as well to analyze this 


question logically and put the empha- 
sis where it belongs, instead of substi- 
tuting emotion for thought, as most 
people do nowadays when they discuss 
alcohol. Society has become very com- 
plex, its machinery has become enor- 
mously intricate and powerful. 
The 


man who in a simpler age could take a 
couple- of drinks, or half a dozen, and 
'do no particular harm, may now be a 
bull ih a china shop. This is society's 
best reason .for insisting, on sobriety. 
,The moderate drinker, may be danger- 
pus -merely because his judgment, be- 


comes less accurate and his hand less 
dependable. 


Most men and' women of intelli- 


gence, in their calm moments, would 
readily admit this. But unfortunately 
there is always a tendency to regard 
oneself as harmless. It is the other fel- 
low who needs control. 


THE-GASOLINE TAX 


New York state held out nobly 


against the gasoline tax, but yields at 
last. 
The governor at Albany has 


signed a bill imposing a tax of two 
cents a gallon on the consumer. Xow it 
is unanimous. Forty-seven states had 
set the example. 


Consumers in the Empire state are 


naturally grumbling a little. But they 
may be assured by more experienced 
states that they "ain't seen nothing 
yet." The rate will go up. 
It always 


does. Ohio motorists are now kicking 
vainly against a new law raising the 
gas tax to four ce'nts a gallon. 


On the whole, this form of taxation 


has worked very well. It is a natural 
way to raise money for road improve- 
ment. But it is a dangerously easy 
way, as far as legislatures are con- 
cerned. Just another cent,-and addition- 
al millions pour into the state treasury. 
And abuses develop almost inevitably. 


Abuse No. 1—The tendency is to di- 


vert more and more of the motorists' 
grudging contribution not to road im- 
provements, which have always given 
them' some consolation, but to other 
public expenses in which they are less 
interested. 


Abuse No. 2—The rural sections 


usually get a disproportionate share of 
such funds, so that the cjties feel, them- 
selves robbed, and resent it. 


Abuse No. 3—The liberal funds thus 


raised and spent, swelling state budg- 
ets far beyond their former size, offer 
new temptatipns to thriftlessness and 
graft, so that in several states ~ high- 
way development, recently ^ a whole- 
some reform, is becoming a scandal.

Unfortunately we still excel greatly

Otherwise ^ve should be in- 
clined to criticize our British cousins 
as shamefully careless of human life.

FT. SCMTER BOMBARDED 


Fort Sumter, situated in Charleston Harbor 


and therefore in Confederate territory, was bom- 
barded 68 years ago today, after the federal gov- 
ernment had refused to abandon it. 


The • fort was -held precariously by Major 


Robert Anderson and about 75 men. The attack 
was conceived by leaders of the Confederacy to 
prove to the world that the southern government 
was ready to enforce its rights as an indepen- 
dent-nation. So far, the Confederacy had no in- 
tention of invading northern territory and it did 


o£ believe that the north would invade it. 
Charleston shook with the rumble of the guns 


that hurled a colorful shell attack on the fort and 
its tiny garrison. A wave of excitement spread 
through the city. War had come at last—a col- 
orful, picturesque kind of war, with shells that 
opened like flrweorks as they arched over the 
placid waves of the harbor. 


There-were no casualties, but the fort caught 


fire and there was sjcrne fear that the magazine 
would explode. The nre was extinguished, how- 
ever, the fort surrendered and Major Anderson 
was rowed over to Confederate headquarters to 
dine with General Bcaurcgard.

A SEA YARN OR FACT? 


We are told on the jacket of "The 


Cradle of the Deep." by Joan Low- 
ell, that this slip of a girl who is the 
author of the book was telling the 
story of her early life to*a couple 
of writers. They were so fascinated 
by it that they sat listening till al- 
most dawn. "Why don't you make 
a book of that?" one of them ask- 
ed. "I don't know enough words," 
the girl answered. They advised her 
to forget about words and to set 
down her story exactly as she told it 
to them, put in all the cuss words 
and write it any old which way, so 
long as she got her story across. 


And that, we are told, she did. 


The result is "The Cradle or the 
Deep," an interesting yarn, highly 
amusing and full of dramatic force. 


I have no evidence to go on ex- 


cept the story itself but I venture 
the guess that the book Is not by 
any means as genuinely spontaneous 
and unsophisticated as the publish- 
ers would have us believe, I believe 
the volume is the work of a trained 
writer, probably a case of "spirit 
writing." Either Joan Lowell has 
made tremendous strides in educa- 
tions since she left her father's ship 
at 17 or there is another hand in the 
story. I suspect the latter. 


It is significant that the book is 


published by the same firm that pub- 
lished "Trader Horn." The latter 
came out unpolished, a rough dia 
mond. Its charm consists in that 
fact. In the case of "The Cradle 
of the Deep" the same kind of ap 
peal is trlcyJ for but to me it just 
falls short of ringing absolutely true. 
A number of sea writers haxe ex 
travagantly praised it but I remain 
unconvinced. There is a feel of the 
trained writer about it that you 
cannot prove but that obtrudes it- 
self unmistakably. 


But that is not necessarily against 


the book. Bearing it in mind, "The 
Cradle of the Deep" can be thor- 
oughly enjoyed as a mighty good 
sea yarn. Much of it probably is 
fact but a good deal is almost cer> 
tainly doctored up and made proper- 
ly dramatic. 


Joan Lowell was taken to sea by 


her father in his sailing vessel when 
she was 11 months old. She lived on 
that boat, the only girl among a 
crew of rough sailors, until she 
was 17. Then fire broke out in the 
vessel ..and she and her father and 
several' others were forced to swim 
thrco miles in a heavy gale to a 
light-ship. After that the lived on 
land. 


The story of her lite on that boat 


is told in detail. Almost nothing Is 
left out. If you want to get a line 
on sailor profanity, Miss Lowell's 
book can give it to you. She claims 
to have been able to rip off sweat 
words for three minutes In succes- 
sion and never repeat herself. An- 
other of her accomplishments was to 
".spit a curve in the wind." Sever- 
:il years of the education of hor 
early life WHS taken up in learning 
this accomplishment. 


"Tho Cradle of the Deep's" treat 


merit, whether it is genuine auto- 
biography or a sea yarn, is that it is 
not the usual "captain's daughter" 
story of tlie romantics. Life at sea ia 
anything but heroic for the heroine 
of the story. She is spanked by her 
liard and unromantic father on th« 
slightest provocation, and 
spank- 


ng in her case was not a trivial af- 
fair. It .was the real tning. She is 
treated like a boy, and a tough boy 
at that, by the hardened sailors. 
There is no cluvarly aboard that 
vessel and she holds her own not 
because she is a girl and is given 
special consideration but 
because 


she can fight and spit and kick with 
the best of them. 


Now she learns about sex from 


the anatomy of a shark; how sha 
wonders about shore mysteries that 
ire commonplaces to other children;

Food was dropped to them, 
sufficient to satisfy a want which 
it was feared had become acute. A 
steamer Friday will leave to pick 
them up. 


Captain Holden, piloting the Can-

on a mud flat about 30 miles south 
from Port George miss'on station, 
•which is, located on the Prince Reg- 
ent river about 130 miles east of 
Derby. This location would indicate 
that when Captain Kingsford-Smith 
sent the jnessage just before he 
jmade his forced landing nearly two 
*R-eeks Ago that he was "about 100 
• miles east of Wyndham" he was in- 


Jead hundreds of miles off the'-path 
from Sydney to Wyndham. a lap 
•which was to be the first of an at- 
tempt to break the flight record be- 
tween Australia and England. 


RESCUE PLANS UNKNOWN 
While tho Canberra did not say so. 


it was assumed no landing was pos- 
sible in the area in which the South- 
ern Cross was down and pending de- 
Unite word from those who have un- 
dertaken the-search for the aviators 
4t was not known here what form 
their rescue would take. 
It was 


presumed a combination of launch 
and foot parties, guided by airplanes, 
would be resorted to. 


There was in the sighting of the 


men a reminder of the death of Cap- 
tain Roald Amundsen on a mission 
'of rescue for his 
former 
enemy.

ant Keith Anderson, bitter rival of 
Kingsford-Smith, himself Jias been 
missing for more than 48 hours af- 
ter-flying into the wilds of north- 
western Australia in search of the 
Southern Cross. 


The search for him may present a

The brief messages of the Canber- 


ra told a dramatic story of the cul-

The first message at 9:45 a. m. (local 
tune) said: "After visiting the Port 
George mission, we shall search all 
the bays and inlets as far as Cape 
Londonderry."

At 12:36 the Canberra 
radioed: 


"The Southern Cross is approximate- 
ly 30 miles from the Port George 
mission. Can see whole crew now. 
Even later came another message 
setting the direction as south from 
Port George and describing its rest- 
'ing place as a mud flat.

establishing immigration quotas. 


But he was helpless in the mat 


ter, since tho senate refused in tho 
closing hours of the Seventieth con- 
gress, to postpone its operation, as 
was proposed in a resolution adopt- 
ed by the house of representatives 
tho day before congress • adjourned. 


CAUSE REDUCTIONS 


Vnless the "national origins" pro- 


vision is repealed, or ftgain post- 
poned, the following reduction will 
be made in the quotas of North Eu- 
ropean countries,

citizens in the opinion of even those 
who favor the national origin's meth- 
od: Germany, reduced 
from 51,227 


to 25.957; the Irish Free State, re- 
duced from 28.567 to 17,853; Sweden, 
reduced from 9,561 to 3,314; Norway, 
reduced from 6,453 to 2,377; Den- 


im* mark, reduced from 2.789 to 1,181. 


On the other hand, the quota of 


Italy would bo increased from 3,845 
to 5,802: that of Greece, Increased 
from 100 to 307; .that of Russia, in 
creased from 2,248 to 2,784; that of 
Spain increased 
from 131. to 252: 


that of Austria, increased from 785 
to 1.413; that of Turkey from 100 
to 226.

McPherson's kidnapping story was' 
told 
before the California senate 


Wednesday and various phases of 
her mysterious disappearance and 
spectacular reappearance two years 
ago xvill continue to figure promin- 
ently in the impeachment trial of 
•uperior Judge Carlos Hary. but in- 
dications now are that the Hardy 
ease will end without any serious at- 
tempt being made to prove the truth 
or falsity of the famous border tale. 


The story Jtself 
was 
introduced 


over strenuous objections of defense 
counsel. George Hyde, a Los Angeles 
newspaper reporter was put on the 
witness stand by the assembly pros- 
ecutors and was being 
questioned 


regarding an interview he had with 
the evangelist in a Douglas Arizona 
hospital, shortly after he 
escaped 


from the Mexican desert shack. Be- 
fore the questioning proceeded far. 
Kay Ximmo^_of the Hardy defense 
staff arose and read a formally pre- 
pared objection to any 
testimony 


ending to go into the truth of fal- 
sity of the kidnapping story. 


In first place said Mr. Xhnmo, a 


elongated chap who is rather con- 
vincing on legal subjects 
and 
is 


about as handsome as Abraham Lin- 
coln must have been in middle: age. 
the question of the truth or falsity 
of Mrs. McPherson's story is im- 
material to this case. His second and 
third places were similar in 
sub- 


stance and his fourth was that such 
an attempt would involve too much 
time and expense. He recalled that 
some 85 witnesses had been called 
over a period of about two months 
jn Los Angeles In an 
Inconclusive 


inquiry into that very matter 'and 
he concluded that such a widening 
of the issue in this trial would in- 
volve a burden of expense which the 
defendant could not meet. 
„ ADMITS SHE DISAPPEARED 


Mr. Nimmo added that the defense 


was willing to stipulate, which in 
non-legal parlance means admit, that 
Mrs. McPherson disappeared 
from 


an ocean beach in Los Angeles and 
reappeared on the Mexican border 
and told a story of having been kid- 
napped such stipulation being made 
upon condition that no inquiry would 
be made during this trial into the 
truth of falsity of her Story. 
The 


youthful prosecutors were •unwilling 
to accept the offer, but assemblyman 
Walter Little, 
speaking for 
them 


said, that they had no desire to_go 
into the truth or falsity of the story 
any further than it bears upon the 
impeachment charges. 
More speci- 


fically, he said they had no desire 
"to prove Mrs. McPherson a liar." 


The president of the senate ruled 


that testimony could be taken to 
show that Mrs. McPherson had dis- 
appeared, reappeared, 
and told 
a 


story of having 
been 
kidnapped. 


Thereupon the witness repealed the 
story as he had it from Aimee's own 
lips. The story seemed to fall rather 
flat, leading to the suspicion 
that 


some of the solons had heard it be- 
fore. 


The 
purpose 
of 
Introducing 


Aimee's story was to 
prove that 


Judge Hardy knew the story was 
untrue and yet tried various means 
to make it stand up in^public opin- 
ion. 
The prosecution's case In this 


regard is as yet incomplete. 


Pages from the books of Angelus 


Temple were also introduced in evi- 
dence over 
objections by 
defense 


counsel. They showed, among other 
things, that expenditures listed In 
the ledger under the title of yegal 
and defense" amounted to a lot of 
money. 


CHECK IS LISTED 


It was in this column that the 


check for ?2,500 made out to Judge 
Hardy, was listed. The prosecution 
charges that Hardy's check was for 
legal services. The defense contends 
it was a good-will offering. . It ap- 
pears along with other entries from 
a few to a several thousand dollars 
paid to lawyers, detectives and oth- 
ers who aided'Mrs. McPherson and 
mother Kennedy during the 
time 


the evangelist's story was under su- 
spicion and she and 
her 
mother 


were under investigation, threatened 
with criminal prosecution on charges 
of obstructing justice. 


Brother Arthur, an ordained min- 


ister and temple bookkeeper, through 
whom this testimony was introduced, 
testified that he posted the items in 
the "legal and defense" column on 
his own authority, that he 
didn't 


know what services many of them 
were for, and that Judge Hardy had 
no knowledge of how his check was 
listed in the books. 


All in all, the white-haired jurist 


whose alleged offense began with his 
friendship for Mrs. McPherson, and 
her mother, and continued until he 
believed, and wanted others to be- 
lieve, 
Aimee's 
kidnapping story, 


seems to have come 
through 
the 


first half week of his impeachment 
hearing with colors flying. As for 
Aimee's story, it appears that after 
this impeachment trial it will still 
remain one of the momentous un- 
solved problems of this gitat coun- 
try.
